mSURGINTS WIN A VIOTORT.

New Orleans, Oct. 3.— The Times- 
Democrat's Key West special says: Ad- 
▼ecM reoeired here from Havana state 
that Antonio Maoeo in a ree«nt attack 
on the trocha inflicted terrible losses on 
the Spaoiank, more than 1,000 beiup 
killed and ironnded. The attack was 
made at night and was carefully 
planned. The fighting was general all 
aloiiff th* line, bnt wot fierceat near 
ArttmiBAi where Antonio Maceo led a 
picked fotM of iuaurgeuts against the 
Spanish oolumn commanded by (General 
Aralas. 

The Spaniardi were taken completely 
liy surprise. They wore aroum-d fnun 
sleep to tind a hail of insur^jriit buUi^ts 
falling upon them. (Icneral Arulas and 
his staff, half clad, rushed from their 
headquarters and tried to rally the 
Spanish troops who were panic-stricken 
by the insargants' attack. It was half 
an hour before even a semblance of or- 
der could bo restored to the Spanish 
column, and during that time the troops 
remained huddled together, au easy 
mark for the ballets of the Cubans. 

It was during this period of the panic 
that so many of the Spanish troops were 
killed. The insurf^ents had soveral 
dynamite guns and these were used 
witli terrible efTect, tlu- shi'lls bursting 
among the Spaniards and striking them 
down by the scores. The woauds made 
by the dynamite shells were frightful 
in many instances, men being literally 
blown to picce.-t. It is said many Suaii- 
ish otflcors were killed and that General 
Aralas himself was slightly injured. 

After Deneral Aralas succeeded in 
rallying bis men he made a retreat and 
the Spaniards fell back four miles or 
more, leaving the trocha in the hands 
of the insurgent.s. Antonio Maceo dul 
not pursue the Spaniards but held pos- 
session of Artomisa until morning when 
he retreated t(^ his stronghold.

CU BA' S CURR ENCY. 

Both the Cutomheosa aad the Rpaalsh 

Ilank Krfute to Arcrpt the Note*. 

LoNDox, Oct. 3. — Tho Times has a 
letter from its Havana correspondent 
describing the forced currency issue in 
Cuba, in the course of which he says: 
"Both the oQstomhonse and the Spanish 
bank itself refnse to accept the bank 
uot€s. It is therefore ridiooioaa to hope 
that Caritaiu General Weyler's decree 
will maintain them at par." 

The correspondent predicts that with- 
in a few months the bank notes will be 
at 50 per cent discount. He says that 
the bitterness against the United Stater 
in Cuba is constautlv on the increase, 
us it is seen that nothing Itopa th« land- 
ing of filibusters. 

The Times also prints an editorial on 
the Cuban situation which says that the 
letter from its correspondent shows that 
nothing has occurred to justify a more 
cheerful view of the situation there. 
"Spain," adds The Times, "is incapa- 
ble, apparently, of such resolute and 
continuous effort as is needed to rwon- 
quer the island."

Boilar Explosion.

The boiler in NeLsou Mills' sawmill at 
Novesta exploded yesterday instantly 
killing Mr. Mills the proprietor, and 
Jerry Lewis, tail sawyer. Ezra Scrib- 
ner was scalded to death by steam and 
Ezsa Dnce was so badly scalded that he 
died shortly afterward. Lewis' head 
was torn oft, and carried 600 feet frorji 
his body. The boiler was an old one 
and had been condemned as unsafe. 

Steamer Aiiliure. 

Boston, Oct. 3.— The Warren line 
steamer Roman, a freighter, while on 
her way down the harbor late yesterday 
afternoon ran nsh(jie on George's isl- 
and! Fort Warren) and is now hard and 
fast with but little jirnspect of being 
pulled olY for two or three days. It is 
not thought slie will break uj) or be 
badly damaged. The Roman was 
heavily laden with a iniscellaue.ius 
cargo and carried no passengers.

— 'Ihur^- 
day night several more tollgates were 
destroyed in the northwestern part (jf 
Mercer couuty by the miduight regu- 
lators. The usual waruings were left 
with the gatekeepers.

THI WIRBS ARE ALL DOWN. 

Telegraph LInei and Kallroads Am Caia- 
pletaljr Wraekad For Manjr Miles Ont- 
■Ida of the City— Milllona of Dollar*' 
Worth of Property Has Been Destroyed 
Lateit Boports uf the Sturm. 

PiNSAOOLA, Fla., Oct. 8.— AU ef- 
forts to reach Oedar Keys by wire have 

been un:ivailiug as the telegraph lines 
and railroad are completely wrecked for 
many miles outside of town. 

Further reports received from inter- 
ior points iu tho path of the tornado 
show that it was the most destructive 
storm ever known in the state. The 
death list is growing and the destruc- 
tion to buildings, crops, timber, rail- 
roads, livestock, etc., is BOW Mtimated 
at millions of dollars. 

The State Agricultural college at 
Lake Citv was b.tdly damaged and 
many of the finest depots along the lines 
of railroads .ire complete wrecks. Tho 
large phosphate works in Alachua 
county wore badly damaged and all the 
turj)entine works in that section were 
destroyed. In many districts not a 
vestige was left of the growing crops. 
The storm was not expected iu the in- 
terior and many persons were killed 
who might have sought shelter had 
they bcun warned. The people were 
panic-stricken and many rushed from 
their homes to meet death from flying 
timbers, limbs, etc. A panic prevailcil 
among the students of tne state college 
at Lake City, bnt while the bnildiugs 
were partially wrecked, the professors 
and students escaped injury. 

THROWN FROM_A TRAIN. 

Young .Uan Fatally Ii<Jiir<-d by a Party of

C.iiLi.K'oTHE, O., Oct. 3. — Harry Mc- 
Cleary, a young man living uvur Eagle 
Mills, was thrown from a Norfolk and 
Western fl«ight train by a party of 
tramps last night and fatally injured 
McCb ary had been cutting corn near 
CircleviUe and was on his way home. 
On the train he met a party of tramps, 
who, after robbing him, threw him 
from the train at Kingston, just above 
this city. He was found suffering from 
horrible injuriesand regained conscious- 
ness only long enough to tell wliat had 
happened to him. The tramps, four in 
number, were arrested here and are now 
in the city prison. 

Unknown burglars entered four resi- 
dences in a row on Easteru avenue last 
night, but secured nothing of value. 
This is the sixth robbery there hai been 
here in tho past three weeks.

Li).M)i)v, Oct. 3. — The priss associa- 
tion announces it leanis from govern- 
ment circles that there is no truth in 
the report which originated in a dis- 
patch from Vienna to The Daily Mail 
saying that the powers liave agreed 
upon a pacific settlement of the east^'ru 
question, honorable to all parties, and 
amply guaranteeing the security of the 
Armenians. This was a direct intima- 
tion that the Turkish difficulty was 
virtually settled. But, it appears, such 
is not the case.

SEYYIO KriALI D A REFUQCI. 

111! Eseapo From Zanalbar May Came 
Sorloaa Cotnplieatlona. 

Zaxztbar, Oct. 8.— An incident of 
great political importance occurred here 
yesterday, resulting in deeidedly 
strained relations between the Hrifisli 
and German ofhciuls ashore, and which 
may lead to international complications 
of a serious nature. 

After the bombardment of the palace 
of Zanzibar br the British guuhoats 
Sparrow, Thmsa and Raccoon, Seyyni 
Khalid, who proclaimed himself saltan 
on Aug. 25, alter the sudden death of 
Seyyid Hamid By Thwain Bin Said, 
sought refuge at the Qerman consulate. 

A demand was made by the British 
authorities for his surrender, but the 
German consul, acting upon the in- 
structions received from nis govern- 
ment, refused to place the fugitive in 
the hands of the British. This caused 
much irritation, and has been the cause 
of considerable diplomatic correspond- 
ence between Great Britain and Ger- 
many. 

The situation took a new turn yester- 
day. An unusually bign tiile prevaded, 
and, while it was touching tlie wall of 
the German consulate, Khahd was 
placed under an escort ot armed (jer- 
man sailors, on board the Crerinan 
cruiser Steadier, for conveyance, it is 
believcil, to one of the German colo- 
nies. 

The British consul h 're, Mr. Basil 
Cave, in ch.irge of the liritisli ageiiey in 
the abveuci! of A. H. llariiinge, the 
I'.ntiNh agent ami consul general, who 
has been to I'^nglaiid to consult w ith tlie 
home government regarding tlie ailinin- 
istration of Zanzibar, was not nutiHed 
of the removal of Klialid to the (ieniian 
warship until after the usurp^'r wa> safe 
on board the Set'adler. 

But as soon as he became aware of 
the action t)f the (reriiinii autliMiiti' S. 
Mr. Cave lodged a vigornus protest at 
t!ie ( ieri-.ian consulate against th''> em- 
barkation of Khalifi, especially ptiint- 
iiig <iut til ,r the ([uestion of his sur- 
render to the British authorities was 
still under discussion by tho govern- 
ments of (treat Britain and Germany. 

Later, Mr. Cave cabled a report of 
the circumstances to his government, 
and is now awaiting Instructions from 
London. 

Viewed in the most conservative 
light, the incident is regarded as being 
an act of studied discourtesy upon the 
part of the German representatives 
toward the representatives of Great 
Britain, and it can hardly fidl to call 
for serious diplomatic representations.

H.v.Mii,T().N, O., Oct. 3.-E.\iiert Ac- 
countant Walters, appointed by Judge 
Giffin to examine the accounts of the 
Butler County Agricultural society, 
yesterday filed an amended report hold- 
ing tho Hon. W. C. Shepherd, ex-proB<>- 
cuting attorney and candidate for com- 
mon pleas judge, answerable for a 
shortige of over |1, 400 in the accounts 
for the year of 1805, daring which year 
Shepherd was secretary of the board. 

The books for that year are irregular 
and a big sensation appears imminent. 
Mr. Shepherd was Jtmior counsel in the 
famous Walling murder case, defend- 
ing Walling.

The I '111 Company has the right to con- 
tinue lighting at the reduced rate made 
with thu German concern.

Lima, O., Oct. 3.— It has just been 
discovered that the residence of Bui-i- 
neer Tyler of the Oinoinnati, Hamilton 
and Dayton road was burglarized sev- 
eral nights ago. The house was ran- 
sacked and many valuables taken.

and Mrs. Tyler are away and tho loss 
can not be learned until they return. A 
man was arrested Tuesday with a pair 
of gold bracelets, a diamond ring and 
opera glasses in his possession, but was 
released. It is thought now that ho 
was one of the burglars. 

Big Silk Faaterjr Bnrnad. 

Xkw Yohk, Oct. 3.— The silk factory 
owned by Alfred Streuli and others, lo- 
cated at Sterling, N. ,1., was totally de- 
stroyed by tire yesterday. Thu loss is 
about |'JOU,(100; insurance, |ljO,00(). The 
mill ordinarily employs 160 hands, but 
at the ])resent bo^ season 800 persons 
were employed.

New York, Oct. .H.— R. G. Dun & 
Coiiii>!iny's weekly review of trade sayi: 
The c'liiiplete report of failures fur the 
quarter which ondetl with Wednesday 
shows au increase which would be sur- 
prising if the puliticul causes were not 
obvious. In number 6 1-8 per cent leu 
than in the panic quarter of 1898, fail- 
ures for tlie (quarter show liabilities 
11.1 per cent less, amounting to ♦7;{,3Sj,- 
841>, against !f!»7,8t)!i,082 in the previous 
half year. Jlanufacturing liabilities 
were i^;j,4T9,lU0, or ^7 per cent greater 
than in the same quarter of IH'M, while 
trading were (^'8,73^,217 and "other 
commercial" were jfl2,0(>7,286. To this 
must be added 111. 7r-i,900, liabilities in 
50 bank failures, making, exclusive of 
railways, nearly |M,00U,uuu for u single 
quarter. 

Comparisons are given showing that 
in ouly six quarters in '22 rears have de* 
faulted liabilities been as large, that the 
ratio to solvent business has been |6.06 
per 11,000, against 1*2.84 for the same 
(juarter last year, that the average per 
hrm iu business has been against 
$2(1.92 last year, that the i>roportiou of 
increase has beeu greater in thu western 
states, both bi amount and in average 
liabilities per failure, and much larger 
in manufacturing than in trading. Part, 
but clearly not all of the c.iuses, has 
been removed by tho influx of gold, and 
depression is still shown by clearing 
house payments, 22.1 per cent b ss than 
last y< ar for the week and J jier cent 
less tliaii 111 IS.!)'.', when another presi- 
dential election was near.

There are unini>t,ikably i neouragiiig 
signs in tht- gn at industries, althougn 
tho actual gam m w orking force em- 
ployed or in new ciriler^ received is 
slight. But the ttrong demand for ma- 
terials, for pig iron, hides and wool, as 
for cottou, dues not diiuiuibh, aud has 
already gone far enough to stiffen 
prices. 

In wool cuot^ltiolls are scarcely 
stronger, but represent actual sales 
more nearly than in past weeks, when 
buyers with cash almost made their own 
pnoes. Sales iu five weeks have beeu 
83,ltJ9,200 pounds, of which only 4,G7tf,- 
UUO were foreign, against 34,719,170 last 
year, of which 15,r».);i,470 were foreign, 
aud 37,288,4uOiu 1492, of which U.OIK).- 
GOO were foreign, aud when it is remem- 
bered that in spite of tho recent starting 
of some mills, not more thau 80 per cent 
of the total capacity can be producing, 
the preponuerance of purchases to an> 
ticipate future wants is apparent. Or- 
ders for woolens do ii-)t gain, and sev- 
eral kinds of dreu go jds, flannel suit- 
ings and fancy worsteds are selling a 
shade lower. 

Buying of Bessemer pig again lifts 
Pittsburg quotations to fll.76 without 
any general gain iu the demand for 
finished products, aud steel bars for the 
first time are sold at one cent against 1.3 
asked by the association for iron bars. 
Plates and rails are in loss demand, but 
there is heavy buying of sheets at the 
west. Confidence tliat reviving busi- 
ness must bring a greati'r demand thau 
all tho works can meet induces the vari-

On the IMh of May. 1<;C7, being thi'n 
on a visit to I'arls and havliiL; Just vis- 
ited London, he addressed a letter to 
the United Ktates commissioner to the 
international conference on coinage, 
weights and measures, then in session 
in the former city. In that letter, which \ 
was published, he strongly urged tho 
adoption of the gold standard, and said 
of his own country: "As coin is not 
now in general circulation we can eas- 
ily flx by law the size, weight and 
measure of future issues." The con- 
ference adopted the gold standard, and 
our commissioner reported that this re- 
sult was largely due to the letter of Mr. 
Sherman. 

Senator Sherman next attempted to 
"easily flx by law" In this coutntry the 
new monetary system so essential to 
the success of the scheme above de- 
scribed. To that end, on the 8th of 
February, 1S68, he Introduced In the 
senate n bill (No. 217) to demonetize 
silver by cliscontlnuing llu' coinage of 
the sil\ t r ibdlar. He reported this bill 
favoiahly ficm the finance committee, 
but Senator K. D. Morgan, of New 
Yorl;. \ imirouslj' antat;i inized It In a 
ininorlt.\ tojiiprt. In \\hii h. after show- 
In;; ih" advanlaiii s to tie- I'niti d States 
of < oiilitiui;;,;; the doulde standard, he 
said: 

"We have a distinctive Anierlran 
poliey to \\orl< out— one Hufntlently free 
from llie traditions of Kuroin' to lie 
suit' li to our pec uliar situation, and 
till- U'-nius of our enlerprisin;; eoun- 
tryii.i-n." 

From lliis stalwart Mow by th'' Kr.-at 
merchant s. iiaior from New Yorl< th" 
bill nevei- recovered. Mr. Sherman 
nevei- a>;ain < all' d it up. 

The movement for a gold standard 
was not icTicwcd In any quarter until 
iiearl> two years afterwards, ami more 
than a yc;ii after tlie expiration ofi 
Senator Morgan's term of ofnce, 

■treagthening the Boadbolders. ' 

Meanwhile, in obedience to the con- 
certed newspaper clamor Inspired by 
the operators in bonds, congress passed 
the act of March, 1869, "To strengthen 
the public credit," by which, without 
any consideration whatever, the prin- 
cipal of the bonds of the government, 
then payable in any lawful money, was 
mado payable in coin only. The ad- 
vantage this gitve to the bondholders 
will be apparent when we consider that 
the major portion of the bonds were by 
law redeemable In any lawful money 
atthe pleasureof the United States. The 
act of isr,!), to strengthen the purses of 
the hondholderf:, surendered this priv- 
ilege and hound the government to re- 



elgnteenth of whioh prohibited the 
ttmnce of any not named therein.

The bill passed the senate Jan. 10, ISn, 
but was never acted upon bjr the house. 
The Third and 9«eee«ifM Attempt. 
The third and finally successful move* 
tnent for the demonetization of silver 
v. as the introduction In the house of rep- 
resentatives on the 9th of March, 1871, 
of ' A 1:11 (No. I.l:i7) revising and 
anirncili:cr the la■^s rol.itl-.e to mints, 
Rssay otllee and coina>j • of the United 
Slates," It was inlrodi:c'd by Mr. Kel- 
ly, of Pennsy 1\ aula, chaiiiaan of the 
romn.lltce on coii-.us and reported tiy 
him l:\voralily from t!;at loniniittee on 
the lUh of Januaiy, 1^7.'. }l ' Informed 
the hou.-e that It had been prepared] 
In the trt asury department for the ; 
purpose of < odifyln.if ami siinplifylns 
tile ndnt laws, th'^ only important 
chanfre being the creation of a mint bu- 
reau In the treasury department. 

It was reeoinmitted .Jan. 10 and 
a^'aln reported with amendments Feb. i 
0, 1S7J, this time by the Hon. Samuel 
Hooper of M«ssa< husr tts. He stated 
that the bill reduc ed the v. elght of the | 
silver dollar from 412',:.. prains to 
hut he did not state that it pioposed, 
as It did, to demonetize silver by mak- 
Ing the sliver dollar a legal tender 
only In sums not to exceed $3. 

The bill then passed the house in 
the substitute form under a auspension 
of the rules. 

Igawraat of Its Coatcats, 
Mr. Kelly of Pennsylvania, who in- 
troduced the bill, declared on the floor 
of the house In 187S that, though he 
was chairman of the committee on 
coinage, he was "ignorant of the fact 
that it would demonetize the silver 
dollar." (Congesslonal Record, vol. 7, 
p:i;t ;', p.ipe ]fiO,"i.) Mr. lilalne, who was 
spi aio t i,f the? house when tlio 1)111 
passed, declaicd on the tloor of the 
senate In l'>7s that he "did not know 
anythin^r thut was in the bill at all," 
and that "little was known or cared 
on the suliject." (Same. pai,'e lO'^S.) 
Garfield dec lared that he knew nothing 
about It. (('onKii ssional rcc cird, vol. 7, 
part 1, pa^e 0>'.t.) Mr. Holman of In- 
diana. clecl.-\red that the passage of 
the bill through the house was a "col- 
lossal sw indle, ' nncl 'ne\ i r had the 
sanction of the house." (Congressional 
recoid, \<.l. 4, part 6, appendix 193.) 
Mr. Cannon, of Illinois, said: "Neither 
members of congress nor the people 
understood the scope of the legislation." 
(Same, page 197.) 

In the senate the bill was taken up 
for consideration on the 17th of Janu- 
ary, 1S73, and debated and passed on 
that day. All the debate that was ever 
h<ad upon It in that body took place on 
that date. 

The bill, as it passed the senate, con 
tradicts in plain terms some positive 
assertions made by Mr. Sherman dur- 
ing the debate upon it as to the provia 
Ions it contained concerning the stand- 
ard Sliver dollar. It demonetlied all 
ver, which he declared to the senate it 
did not Mr Hooper had misled the 
house by omissions, evasions and In- 
directions; Mr. Sherman deceived the 
senate by direct misrepreseatatlOM 
This was "the crime of 187S." 

The I'roiif <if Uoreption. 

The Ineffaceable proof of this serious 
acc tisatlon Is ( ontained in the report of 
the senate proceedings of Jan. 17. lf;73, 
in the Congressional (Jlobe. from which 
I will c|Uote some paHsuKC-'^- Congres- 
sional Cilobi , parts 1 and 2. third ses- 
sion. Forty-second conmc-s, pages C6S- 
t;7). 

Theic was no reference; In the debate 
to the fact that the bill wculd nbollsh 
the legal tender ciualit)- c ! silver. The 
house hill c hanKi cl the \wlght of the 
silver dollar from 4U''i; grains to ;!S4 
grains, and made It, like the smaller 
coins, a legal ic nd>>r for %it only. Mr. 
Sherman had reported an amendment 
to strike this out. and insert instead a 
"trade" dollar, to weigh 420 grains, 
with the same limitation as to the legal 
tender quality. The bill prohibited the 
Issuance from the mints of any coins 
not named therein. This was to make 
sure that the 412Vi grain dollar would 
not survive by any Implication. 

The question may be asked how 
could Mr. Sherman thus deceive the 
senate. The reply is that the bill was 
heing hurried through by him on his 
statement, at the outset, that its con- 
sideration "would not probably con- 
sume any more time than the time 
consumed in reading it." That meant 
that its seventy-one sections con- 
tained nothing of sufficient importance 
to even require explanation by him. 
much less to call for debate. It was 
represented by him to be merely a bill 
to enact Into law some changes In the 
mintage laws which the mint officers 
deemed necessary. He evidently sat- 
isfied senators that It was not worth 
their serious attention. Those w ho have 
any aciiuaintance with senate pro- 
re. -dinfTS understand very well that 
such mere routine legislation as this 
was represented to he attracts no at- 
tention in the senate chamber. The 
senator in charge is trusted to truth- 
fully state its objects, ami no one 
thinks of doul'ting his word.

14.— 1 
bod intended to sail direct from the 
Veneineliin ooaat to the United States, 
but meeting with tlMOAptain of a tramp 
iteamer, who offered me pauage to thin 
island, I chanRod my mind. And I'm 
mighty glad I did, for I liavo K-'^in^d 
thereby an experience which falls to 
bnt few in the coarso of a lifetime. St. 
Kitta is a small island, but one of tho 
moat beantiful in the Weat Indiea. It 
maj be caid to oonaiat of a Toloano (ex- 
tinct) Tvhich is fiurrounded by great for- 
ests and theso again by a broad eiroloof 
cultivated land devoted to tlie culture 
of aagar oane. A good road, smooth and 
hard, encdielM the island and giTes ac- 
cess to eTerj part, while tlie ntunerons 
sugar estates are tho abodes of Home of 

the most hospit;iMi' iilaiiti of Scotcli 
and English origin that tlie whole world 
can show. 

Having a letter to one of them, I lof=t 
BO time in getting oot to hia planta- 
tion, and the Tery next morning he sent 
me Jnto the woods to look for monkeys, 
for, in truth, with the taxidermist's ar- 
dor, that was what I came here for, 
having heard that the island was liter- 
ally alive with them, as it is. In this 
island and the near island of Nevis 
thej fairly swarm, living in the forests, 
but descending upon th(! canefields and 
conimittiupc great havoc. 

Now, while there may not be any in- 
terest attaching to a monkey snoh as 
we see in company with the hand organ 
"dagos" or in the Central park menag- 
erie, the real wild article has a great 
attraction for me. In tho first place, ho 
is wild and SI13' and roams the forest 
trees with tho sagacity of a human be- 
ing. It takes a good hunter to get one, 
ao^ alert and onnning ia the animal in 
his native wilds, and that fact pnt mc 
on my mettle, for I have shot about 
every kind of wild game in these 
Islands, includin;: the great parrots, 
pigeons, deer, partridges, ignanas and 
wild guinea fowl, and wanted to havo 
a shy at the monkey. Bat I don't want 
another. 

Tho hospitable planter, a brawny 
Scotsman, Mr. Mercer, sent out with 
me his best monkey hunter, an old 
black man, whoso shrewd face suggest- 
ed that perhaps away back in the dim, 
distant past aome of liis ancestors may

have bten related to thone of the forest 
people. He was not exactly tho connect- 
ing link, bnt he was about as cute and 
oiuning as the monkeys, and this was 
the reason he bad been aeleoted to gnide 
BM. At lait, after two honrs' riding 
throngh moat beantifu^ ^vegetation, all 
the while nsoending, wo reached a liroad 
level iu a depression of the mountain 
ridge ;3, 000 feet above the sea. "Too 
late fer de monkey." aaid my aable 
gaid^ abaking biM wodUj hMd. " Yon 
no know monkey, ebf Air, him bery 
wise. Him no ketch wIt ohaff. " 

We waded into the great, silent 
woods, where tropical trees overhung a 
deep ravine and a steep hillside was 
oorered with rank and dense vegeta* 
tion. There, by the bank of a gently 
flowing stream, I sat down to brMkfast 
npon a most bountiful repast of oold 
roast gninea fowl and trimmings, ac- 
companied with two bottles of alo and 
a square bottle of old Si Kitts rum. 
The last thing mj generous host had 
•aid as wa left the plantation was, 
"Have yon got a corkscrew?" And in 
order that I should not miss it he had 
put one among the provender. 

The breakfast over, wo climbed the 
hillside to its summit, where the tall 
trees grew, and there waited again for 
algnaof tnonkeys. My gnide telle me 
they have now aetired, most of them, to 
the distant mountain tops, where they 
breed, coustraotiug nests of twigs and 
leaves in low trees on tho dilTs. Tliey 
bring fortli ono at a birth, sometimes 
twob and tend the yonng with all the 
■oUdtode diaplayed by a homan mother 
for her offapring. At this season they 
are more ahy than in tho dry season and 
during the hurricane months, and the 
old man adds that I shall be lucky to 
get a shot anyway. We conversed in 
wbicpora, and my friend told me a great 
deal of inteieating monkey lore— ao In- 
teresting, in fact, that I nearly ftegot 
the object of my coming here. Bnt all 
at onco tho old darky placed a finger 
against his lips and shook his head 
Wamingly. "Shu, mossa, me heah dem 
aiottk«7 qaarrel. Daf moa'J^e right ober 



immense trees andeawaaomething that 

appeared no larger than a cat crouched 
upon a limb picking seeds from the 
twigs and eating them. This object was 
a long shot off, but I drew up my gun 
and let it have the left barrel, then as 
it alipped over the limb and teoovcred 
itself gave it the right, both barrels 
charged with duck ahot. The aecond 
shot caught the animal iu midair, and 

It fell into • thick topped tree, wheve it 
lay quite atlll and out of sight. Great 

drops of blond pattered down npon the 
le.ives aromi'l us, and my guidi' exciter! ly 
sJiouted: ''H'''s siiot! He done gut d.ktl 
He dead monkey fo' shuah, sahl" But 
although he may have been a dead mon- 
key he wasn't destined to by my mon- 
key, it eeema. for, despite of all our ef- 
forts to dislodge it, there it staid, sus- 
pended between heaven and earth, out 
of sight in that giant tree. At sound of 
my first shot there was tt rust ling of tree 
tops all around us as the troop of mon- 
keys to which the one I bad killed be- 
longed slipped out of range without a 
single cry. They had been feeding all 
about US, bnt so sly were they and so 
quiet that we had not napeoted their 
presence. 

Leaving me watching tho tree in the 
hope that my game, would fall, old 
Tucker went off after the monkey band. 

In about an hour I heord a gun's report, 
and some time later the old nmn came 
back, bearing with him a monkey which 
tipped the scales at nine pounds. It was 
still warm and bleeding, its mouth full 
of seeds, which it had been eating when 
shot And on its semihuman oounte- 
nance was an awful fjrin, which seemed 
to me to bode anything but good for its 
slayer. I was glad then tliat my monkey 
had not fallen to the ground, for ut 
sight of its horrible face I should have 
felt like the murderer of a baby. But I 
went to work and skinned the specimen, 
ond it is to be preserved in a nniseum 
in the United States. All the while I 
was engaged iu this operation old Tuck 
er was smacking his lips and feeling 
the tender flesh, like a cannibal gloat 
ing over a miaaionary banquet. "Will 
me eat um, massa? Vis, sah, eat um 
all, an crack de i-liull fer de brain. Fo' 
do brain, .sah, ii.ek me wise like mon- 
key an heah um long ways off. An ef 
yoD no want do skin, sah, me gib nm 
to ma pick'ny to sleep on an mek nm 
spry, like de macaque himsc'f. " 

The flesh looked like g(K>d meat, but 
the resemblance of the skiniK li animal 
to a flayed infant was too awfully sug 
gestivo for me to lelisli it. 1 ileclined 
the old man's invitation to the prospec- 
tive feast, much to his satisfaction op- 
parcntly, for, as ho said, his family 
was large, and they all doted on mon- 
key. He said they would not only eat 
all the meat, but njake a soup of tli 
bones, and this reminded me of what a 
planter told me— that tlio sight of the 
monkey skulls as he once saw them 
bobbing about in the soup was too ghast 
ly for anything. But> tho flesh is said to 
taste Ilka the tenderest veul.

Charlottbtown, p. E. L, Sept 10. 
—This little town ia out off from the 
world iu an aggravating way. The coast 
of Nova Scotia is in plain view along 
inest of the southern co:ist i if Prince Ed- 
ward Island, but tho transfer by boat 
from I'ietou takes tbreo hours, so it is 
almost as long a journey from Halifax 
to Charlottetown as firom Halifax to 
Sidney, twioe as far away. This fact 
and the utter absence of any picture sciue 
feature the i^!and would make Char- 
loiretown a jilace unknown to any imt 
commercial travelers or insurance agents 
if it were not that a Bo.stou steamship 
line has made this place its terminus. 
Once a week the bi& ship from Boston, 
which has stopped at Halifax and 
Ilawkesbury en route, comes to her 
wharf at Charlottetown and discliarges 
a slnpload of passengers. They are 
chiefly from Boston and interior Massa- 
obnaetts. 8ome of them are from New 
York and Philadelphia and even oitiea 
of the west. All have come for the sail. 
Tlu y don't can' a fig for Charlottetown. 
The chance t<> spend six days on the 
ocean with opportunities at several in- 
tervals to "get off and walk" for a 
change draws from 60 to 200 people 
from Boston every week. Many would 
much rather stick to their pleasant 
berths aL'Oard ship win n tliej- reach 
their destination, but niont of tho pus- 
Ecngers go ashore fur the night So 
Thursday nights are galu occaaiona i u 
Charlottetown, and the greater part of 
the population gatbera at tha wharf. 
The people are ranged in tiers on a bank 
tiiat liioks diiwn on the landing, and 
they light for po.-;ition near the entrance 
to the shed thn)Sgh whieh the travelers 
must pass. What satisfaction this crowd 
gathers from gaping uncomfortably in 
the semidarkness at the string of com- 
monplace men and women, satchel 
luden, filing (mt of the shed ia OOmpre- 
hensibl(>, I think, to uouo but a Char- 
lottetown mind. That there must be 
some aatiaiaotiou ia plain from the fact 
that the crowd ia as great at the end of 
the season as it is at the beginning. 

They have primitive ways of run- 
ning a liotel in this country. When you 
register, tho clerk assigns you to a room 
and waves you toward the stairway. 
Yon climb three flights of stairs and 
find your way along the ball to the 
room. Tho door stands hospitably open. 
The key is in the look. This at least is 
an improvement on Halifax, wlu ro the 
keys, having no tags attached, aro car- 
ried off by tho guests, leaving the next 
ocoap*Qt of a room no protection bnt a 
ohair bnoad against bis door.

All the sights 
of Charlottetown can be ezhanated in 
half an hour, and the traveler wel- 
comes the time when a blast from the 
steamer's hoarse whistle warns him 
that it i( timu to st.n t "m the home- 
ward trip.

COFFEE IN MEXICO. 



Aa Attempt to Get Amrrirui Cayttal la> 

tvreatrd In It. 
[Special Corri'spoiulrnro. | 

St. Louis, Sept S2. — The peoplo of 
St Louis who know the Hon. Thomas 

T. Crittenden, consul general of the 
United States at the City of Mexico, 
have l)een writing to him for informa- 
tion about coffee growing in Mexico. 
Mr. Crittenden was once governor of 
Missouri, and his friends are unmbored 
by the thonsanda So ho haa found it 
necessary to get ou* through the state 
department at Washington a circular 
which he will send to tin ^e iiujuiri'rs. 
It contains a great deal of good advice 
to peoplo who are planning inveitments 
in ooffee plantations. 

"The occasion of all these inquiries 
was the recent attempt of promoters to 
interest American invesiors iu coifee 
plantations in Mexiee. The answer 
which Mr. Crittenden has prepared for 
(he benefit of liis corre^;plJIl'^»•»>t|^ will 
havo an unfavorable influence on tho 
booms, and the promoters will not 
thank him fur it. 

Mr. Crittend( u warns his friends not 
to believe tho exaggi rated reports sent 
out from Mexica Muuy of them, he 
says, are highly colored for a purpose. 

"As a r«l( ," he says, "I would not 
recommend anybody to undertake coffee 
raising in Mexico without sulUcient cap- 
ital to pay for 2o0 acres of land, cash 
in hand, and have at least |5,000 in 
Mexican currency to meet tho flrst year's 
expenses. Two or more individuals may 
club together and aggregate the above 
mentioned capital, or more, and aecom- 
\i\i<h the Kunie end, l)Ut by no means li t 
any small capitalist undi rtuko to culti- 
vate over 100 acres in coffee and other 
necessary crops. This 100 acres may bo 
made self supporting the first year by 
cultivating 2") or ")0 acres of it in cofTee 
and other things in connection with 
cliicken and hog raising, having a vege- 
tablu garden, and, by all means, a me- 
dium sized nursery of 2o,000 colTio 
seedlings to be ready for the balance of 
the 100 acres." 

Many failun-s in coffeo growing iu 
Mexico arise from tho fact that tho man- 
ager of a plantation is fresh from the 
United States, with no knowledge of 
the physical conditions or the langungu 
of Mexico and with no understanding 
of the management of Mexican labor, 
t'unditiuns for cultivating coffee, too, 
are ditlVri nt in different parts of Mex- 
ico, and planting sboold be nadertaken 
only by an expert 

The greatest difScnlty about coffee 
growing is found in the fact that no 
realization on the investment can be 
had within fiair year-;. Tlu' cost of or- 
dinary coffee land is 10 an acre. Clear- 
ing costs f 10 more. The cost of trees 
and planting is $0.3U, and there is a re- 
cently exacted annual state tax of $4. 65. 
That makes thu initial coft 180.80 per 
acre. Kvery year the planter must^ pay 
if 1.0.5 state tax and 1*:) tn fiii per acre for 
weeding. In four years this adds about 
^■10 to tho original investment, making 
the cost before production $70.85 per 
acre. At the end of the fourth year the 
yield is about SlOpoonds of ooffee to 
tho acre. On this a federal tax of 2 
cents on each 1^20, a municipal tax of 
about 1 cent per pound and an export 
duty of about 1,^ cents a pound are 
charged. At the present prico of coffee 
one would realise $08 an acre on the 
crop, but the gathering of coffee costs 
112.04 and tho preparation of it (12.04 
per ucro, so the outlay, not counting in- 
terest on investment, would be f94. 93. 

The original home of coffoo is sup- 
posed to have been upper Ethiopia, and 
it was transplanted thence to Arabia 
Felix. It is still a controverted point 
whether the beverage was known to the 
Greeks and Humans. The Persians 
adopted tho berry after the Ethiopians, 
and the Arabs are entitled to tho credit 
for its more general introduction into 
Europe. From Arabia the oae of coffee 
passed to Egypt, reaching Cairo at the be- 
ginning of tho sixteenth century. From 
Egypt it passed to Syria, tlienc<> to 
Greece and Constantinople A. D. 1554. 

Coffee was introduced into England 
in 1652. France adopted tho use of tho 
berry ten yeara after England. Italy 
claims the honor of having diacovered 
its mi rits prior to France^ and it is said 
that an Italian oanrisd oc^lCaa tO Mar- 
seilles in 1(144. 

The increase in tho jiroduction of 

Mexican coffee is about 8S per cent a 
year. There were in 1896, 60,000,000 
coffee trees, producing 64, 000, 000 pounds 
of coffee. Its use by the Mexicans in- 
creases every year. 

The use of coffee all over the world 
is increasing steadily. Tho demand for it 
has become ao great that many "coffee 
substitotas" aia made, loaia ave sold 
under plain labels, but many are used 
to adulterate coffee. This deception has 
gone HO far that there are imitation cof- 
foo beans, which can be distinguished 
from the genuine only with much ditli- 
cnlty. . Tha beat yrv to diitingnifb a 



Dogus bean Is to look for tha fiber fMnn 
the bull, which dings to the crack in 
the genuine bean. The imitators have 
not learned how to make bogus fiber 

yet. Imitation beans ore made of inn- 
lasses, flour and many other ingredients. 

As for ground coffee, it is u«u.illy 
adulterated, and the only safety of the 
ooffee drinker Is In baying green coffee 
and roasting and grinding it at home. 
Fresh roasted and fresh ground coffee is 

the only good coffee anyway.

It Is a b'MK walk from the iliiiing 
room of tho VVestminster school to the 
coronation chair, which stands behind 

the old stone screi n ju-:t bade of the 
altar in tho abbey, but tin r( is an in- 
t( resting coneetion betwi i ji the two. 
This chair, as is well known, is a rufle, 
heavy oak chair, much worn \'y time. 
Itcoutuins the "Stone of Scone" and 
was mado by the order of Edward I in 
K".iT, and every Kiiglish sovereign since 
then has sat m it to hi' erowiu'd. 

A stfiut railiiig in frunt "i the chair 
restrains tho crowd of visitors from 
coming near, but if tlu y wi re allowed 
to examine it as closely as I was fur- 
tnnato enough to do they would find 
cut boldly into the solid ( ak si at iu 
such sjirawlmg letters as the seluiol- 
boy's knife makes upon his desk, '"P. 
Abbott slept in this chair Jan 4, Ifeoi." 
P. Abbott, it seems, was a Westminster 
schoolboy, and a tradition, which there 
is every reason to believe Is true, tells 
that he made a wager with a school- 
mate tliat he dare stay in the abbi y all 
night alone.

GOOD FORM. 

The Art of Intrucliiction — I'rlKH, Suoba and 
Cads— Nutcs of Urt-nit. 
(Special Corr«apon(l«DCo.] 

New Tobk, Sept. 91.— Not leaat 
among the feature* of good form is the 
art of introdnction, an art nowadays 
sadly IK glected, much to the detriment 
of our social system. It would be difli- 
cnlt to convey an idea of the discomfi- 
ture and misery for which reckless, hap- 
hasard Introdootion ia responsible, while 
many a pair of new acquaintances hav- 
ing thoroughly congouial tastes and nil 
other qualiflcationa for an agreeable and 
lasting friendship have met and parted 
with a mutual impression of hopeless 
asiuinity, due to nothing on earth ex- 
cept the inoompetenceof the introducer. 

Before dreaming of making two per- 
sons acquainted with one another it ia 
necessary to satisfy oneself that the 
presentation will bo as ogreeablo to tho 
one us to the other. It does not abso- 
lutely follow that you should inquire 
their wislies in the matter. Intnitiou 
and tact— qualities which the native 
bred American poaaossea to a pre-emi- 
nent degree — will in most cases sufilee 
to indicate to you whether the introduc- 
tion will prove pleasant or otherwise. 
Bat should you be in doubt it is infi- 
nitely preferable to abstain, even when 
you happeu to be with friends of your 
own who aro atrangcra to ono another. 
If you do not beliove that tlit y aro likely 
to get along well with one another, you 
aro guilty of no discourtesy in neglect- 
ing to make them acquainted, and it is 
far better ftorm to introduce too little 
than too much. 

When, however, an introdnction doe.s 
take place, it is only considerate, and 
therefore courteous, to pronouucti the 
names distinctly, and then not to leave 
your men until you have safely started 
them upon aome topic which yon know 
to bo mutually iuteri'sting — that is to 
say, a gcnxl ground upon which they can 
meet conversationally. A few words ad- 
dressed to both (luickly gives them the 
"lay of the land," and offer that all is 
plain sailing, and yoa may leave them 
in safety. 

I often hoar poojjle uso tho exprcs- 
(iion prig, snob, cud and smug in a niau- 
m r which clearly shows tliat tlicy do 
not appreciate tho correct meaning of 
each of these epithets. A prig is u per- 
son who is always thrustiug opinions 
down your throat. He is generally a 
f-uccessful man, aud likewise virtuous, 
who firmly hclioves that his ways, his 
tho\ights and his opinion, as well as all 
things which are and have been his 
down to the very water in which he 
has just washed his hands, are superior 
to the ways, thoughts, opinions, etc., 
of the person whom ho is addressing. 
A i)i-ig must be a blameless character, 
for on tliis he rests his immunity from 
that hostile and pointed criticism which 
by putting him iu your power would 
rob him of his vices. The prig must bo 
without humor. Laugh he cannot; snig- 
ger ho can, and usually he dot>s. Many 
men are saved from prigdom by humor. 
They fancy ihemst'lvoH ridiculous. This 
your true prig can uovor da To him- 
self he ia ever godlike. 

A snob ia a peraon who endeavon to 
appear to the public more than he (or 
she) really is. Snobbery is based onpriv 
ten.se and ia almost invariably duo to 
di.ssatisfactiou with social status and to 
the possession of ambitiona for elevation 
to u loftier rank. A oad is the antithe- 
sis of a gentleman in manner and iu 
Lreeiiing— in one word, an individual 
whose speech, manner and opinions are 
characterized by vulgarity. And lastly, 
the smug ii a prig jihi.s th(> cad — that is 
to say. a vulgarized prig. Whether in- 
tenMonally or otherwise on the part of 
the author, prigs figure in almost every 
story, poem or drama that has ever been 
written, even the "I'aradise Lost" of 
Milton containing a terrible prig iu the 
pi rsou of Adam. I can think but »>f <ine 
writer who is au exception to thia rule 
— namely, Shakespeare — and I cannot 
help attributing this peoallarity to the 
wild, airy and Outdoor nature and exist- 
ence of £nglM4MiAAaMtk»'slBmor- 

tul bard.

1^0 one can tell how hiuh a tempera- 
ture man can endure until he is aub- 
jectod to the trial. The effect of an in< 
teusely heated atmosphere in canning 
death h.is been but little studied. 
"Some years sinct>, " says Dr. Taylor, 
the eminent jurisprudent, "I was con- 
lulted in one case in whicli the captuiu 
tif a steam vessel was charged with 
mauslaughter for causing a man to be 
lashed within a short distance of the 
Rtokeliolo of the furnace. The man flied 
in a few hour.s, apiiiueiitiy from tlie ef- 
fects of his exposure. Vet tlie eiij,'ino 
rooms of steamers in the tropics liave 
been observed to have a temperature as 
high as 140, and enginears after a time 
tecome habituated to this osresaive 

lu at without apjii'aring to si.;!' i liia- 
terially in liealili. In certain manufac- 
tories tlie lioily aj pi ars to at.'quiro a 
power by habit of n si>ting these high 
temperatures. Still, it has been proved 
that many suffer severely. 

"In a report on the employment of 
children (London) it is st;,: .1 tliat in a 
glass manufaetory a tliermomcti r held 
clo.se to a boy's head stood at V-'jO de- 
grees, aud as tlu' in.speclor stood i;oar 
to observe tho instrument his hat ac- 
tually melted out of shape. Another 
boy hod his hair singed by the heat 
and said tlial his clothes wi re some- 
times sin^'ed, too, while a liiird worlied 
ill a temperature no less than l.'iO il. - 
grees. Amid this trememlous heat tiiey 
carry on work which n quires tluir cou- 
stuut attention. They are iucussautly 
in motion." 

In tho Turkish l)aths higher temjier- 
atuies than this have been nott ^1, hut 
tliere is reason to believe that .serious 
symptoms have beeu occosionally pro- 
duced in persons uuaccustomt d to them, 
and that in ono or two cases death has 
resulted. All sudden changes from n 
low to a high temperature are liahle to 
cause death in age<l persons or in tlios,' 
who are sultering from tirganie diseases. 
In attempting to breathe air lu ati d to 
temperatures varying from l^u to 200 
degrees there is a sense of aolfocation, 
with a feeling of dlsziness and other 
symptoms indicative of an elTert on the 
bruin, and the circulation is enormous- 
ly quickened. An inquest was held on 
the body of a stoker of an ocean steam- 
ship. He had been by trade a grocer aud 
was uot accustomed to oxoessive heat. 
Wliile occupied before the engine fur- 
nace ho was observi d to fall .-uddeuly 
on the floor in a .•-t.ite of iiiseiisiliility. 
When carried on deck, it was found he 
was dead. All that was disi overed on a 
postmortem examination waa un effu- 
siou of serum iuto tho ventricles of the 
brain. It has now become one of the 
recognized c.iuses of deatli in this coun- 
try. In some oasis a !» rsou may sink 
and die from e.vhaustio!: cr .symptoms 
of cerebral disturbance may ooutiuue for 
some tima and the case nlUmately prove 
fataL 

Death from sunstroke, when it is not 

immediately fatal, is preceded by some 
well marked .symptoms, such as weak- 
ness, giddiness, headache, disturbed 
vision, flushing of the face, followed by 
oppression and difBonlty of breathing, 
and in aome oaiea atnpor, pauing iuto 
profound coma. The skin ia dry and 

hot, and the heat of the bodj !• much 
greater than natural. 

Walk slowly and don't fret, and you 
will uot oxp«rieuce anythiug ot that 
sort.-^ladelpJii» Tlmei. 

PUMICE STONE. 

Thirty Mcrehanti Aiw Encased In the 

Tru<lt> on tho Iitlauil of I.lparl. 

Pumici', as is well known, is of vol- 
canic origin, being a trachytic lava 
which bos been rendered light by the 
escape of gaaaa wheu iu a uiolteu state. 
It is found on moat of the shores of tho 
Tyrhenian sea and elsewhere, but is at 
present almost exclusively obtained 
from the little island of Lipari. Most of 
tho volcaniH!8 of Lipari have ejected 
pamaccous rocks, but tlio best atone ia 
all tho product of one mountain, Mouto 
Chirica, nearly 8,000 feet in heigiit, 
with its two accessory craters. The dia- 
triet iu which the pumice is excavated 
covers au area of three square miles. It 
has been calc'ulated that about 1,000 
hands ore engaged iu this industry, tiOO 
of whom am ampkyvd In astricating 
the mlueraL 

Pumice ia brought to the inrface iu 
large lilix-ks or in baskets and is carried 
thus either to the neighboring village 
or to the seashore to bo taken tliero iu 
boats. The supply ia said to be prac- 
tically inexhaustible. Pumice ia used 
uot merely lor scouring aud clenueing 
purposes, but also for polishing in nu- 
merous trades, heiico the fact that the 
powdi red pumico exported exi eeds in 
weight the block pumice. Between iio 
aud liO merohouts are engaged iu the 
pumice tnda on tha tiland— ^London 
News.

A man had been convicted of murder,

The situation 
roused all the dramatic iuatincts of Gov- 
ernor Roy. He gave no sigu of his in- 
tention, but had a secret understanding 
with tho Bhf riff that tho finale was to 
be as thrilling as poc-iM.'. An immei;se 
crowd had ^.'alhereil — no i)rivate exi eu- 
tions in tlioe days — all very sorry th.at 
no commutation hud arrived — many in 
tears. Tho prisoner stood iu tiis shroud 
upon the fatal trap. The prayer had 
been said. The black cap was about 
to be dr.wn. Suddenly a lior>eman at 
full gallop is.sued from tlie adj.acent 
wood waving a paper and shouting: 
"Stop! Stop! Stop!" 

It was Governor Ray. The people 
made way. He rode to the foot ot the 
scaffold and spoke in n loud voice: 

"Prisotier, do you realize the awful 
position in which you are placed?" 

The prisoner admitted the fact 

"You have been condemned to die by 
a jury cf your countrymen. But two 
pmrers on earth can aave you — Almighty 
God and I, .Tames B. Ruy, governor of 
the state of Indian:)! Si. t rift', return the 
]irisoiii r to the j.iil. ' 

I'lrhaps the story isn't true, but it 
might easily have been. We have had 
other egotists evcu more aublime than 
Governor Ruy. It is said that the word

dian:v to their lica>tful iieiglilior.s In

mayor, Tom Taggart, as all his friend* 
call him, certainly ought to know some- 
thing as a basis of comparison, for he 
has been in the cuiiter of the very hot- 
test kind of politics frfjm inf.mcy He 
was born iu County Monaghaii. Ireland, 
ill IbDG, at the time wheu the "^ouug 
Ireland" party of A. Jf. Snllivan, Qav* 
an Duffy and others waa making its 
most vigorous fight. He was brought to 
the United State* at the beginning of 
the civil war, located iu this city at tba 
age of 20 and wa.^ recogniaad as • par^ 
leader from the start. 

He has baen chairman of the Daa* 
ocratic atate, coauty, city and con- 
grossioual committees, and was county 
auditor for eight y^ars. In 1691 the 
Democrats carried the city by 1,700, 
but in INitl) Hon. t i!)

Dr. nrll, I.ike ITi* Fatlicr, Was InUreatad 
III KfTorte to IiiHtriirt Deaf AIiitcH— Wliile 
Kngaced In Tbla Lime of Work tlie Tel«« 
phone Was Baggestad to His Mind. 

The storj of how the telephone eame 
to be invented waa told by Dr. Alexan- 
der Graham Boll during his ntteudauce 
oil the nieetiii^ of the American Associ- 
atiou to Promote the Teaching of Speech 
to tho Deaf, held ut Aluuut Airy. Dr. 
Bell's father was an elocutionist in 
England and well knowa as a oorreotor 
of defecta in ntteranoe, as his grandfa- 
ther had also been. His father had de- 
vii^i'd a method of rc pri peutiuK tho ac- 
tion of the vocal orf^ans hy symhoLs, 
siuiilar to those u.«ed in eh> mistry. In 
like manner letters representing the va- 
rious organs of speech, with figures at- 
titchod indicating the positions of those 
ovguuR, would represent certain sounds 
or spoken words. A per.son pljiring his 
tongue, teeth, lips and palate in the po- 
sition indicated by a certain formula 
would produce a defluito sound. The 
use of Buoh a S7>tem for the instruction 
of deaf mutes was not overlocdced by 
Dr. Bell's father, and experiments were 
niadu in i\ little sehuol iu London. Dr. 
Bell became iutertsted in the subject 
and developed a method of teaching tho 
doaf to speak. His father lind lectured 
iu this country, and in this way the 
system had come to the knowledge of 
the deaf and dumb institutions in Boa- 
ton and of the iiroiuineiit educators iu 
that city, and in 1^71 the board of edu- 
cation invited Dr. liell to t-ee what he 
could do iu the Boston School For tho 
Deaf. He accepted the invitation and 
put tho system iu praotioe there with 
very grcut Bucoess, and it was intro- 
duced in one iuiititution after anffth** 
throughout the country. 

Dr. Bell did not at tliat time believe 
it was possible for deaf mntcH to under- 
stand speech by looking at tho month of 
the speaker. The meobanism of speech 
was, he thought, too oomplioated for 
that. He therefore set to work to in- 
vent nn apparatus which would repre- 
sent Fpeech to the eye u.s it was spoken 
by throwing a picture of tho vibratious 
00 the screen. He commenced his exper- 
iments with Koenig's manometrio flame 
apparatus, which, by means of a vibrat- 
ing diaphram, stretched on a piece of 
wood divided into two parts, and a se- 
ries of mirrors produced a baud of light 
with wave effects, according to the 
sound uttered. The flamo was too fee- 
ble to be photographed. Dr. Bell then 
turned his attention to another appara- 
tus, call( d a phoiietograpbt in Which 
was htrrtchcd a membrane, against 
which a person Fpoke and which car- 
ried a little peucil over u smoked glass, 
which made a curved line that oonld 
easily be photographed. 

Be made many hundreds of tracings, 
but unfortunately they did not corre- 
spond with tho flame pictures before 
tleserihed, and he attributed flie trouhlo 
to the clumsiness of the apparatus. Ho 
therefore mapped out changes iu tho 
constrnotioD of his phonetograph and 
thonght he saw in his draft a rode anal- 
ogy to the oonstmotion of the human 
ear. Instead of boucs actuated by a 
membrouo, as in the ear, he had a lever 
of wood moved by u membrane. He
